Rancho Cucamonga and Fontana each recorded 
slight increases over a year ago. 

Rancho Cucamonga had permits worth $1,354,126 
this September compared to $1,081,900 for the same 
month last year. It issued four permits for single- 
family dwellings valued at $410,400 and for two 
industrial buildings valued at $399,600.
